Elsewhere in today’s edition, 
the story is being recapitulated 
and reported in a more deliber- 
ate manner than could have 
been reported a week ago. 

Incidentally, we heartily wel- 
come the study of the police de- 
partment by an outside, profes- 
sional agency. If the investiga- 
tion had been made a year ago 
very likely the Ian Richardson 
incident would never have oc- 
cured,

“We are the birds who will use 
it,’Mrs. Lauderbach said laugh- 
ingly. ‘‘We do call it the bird cage 
for a joke.’”’ 


She explained that flies are 
bothersome, when sitting in. the 
garden and especially.so after 
individuals have gone swimming 
in. the garden .poo}. Occasionally 
there are bees around too and 
both flies and bees seem more 
persistent after one has been 
swimming. She said the family 
came here from Pittsburg where 
there aren’t. "so many flies and 
bees. 


: Mr. Lauderbach, who is super- 
intendent of metallurgy at Kaiser 


| Steel Co. ordered the moulding, 


the screening for the top and the 
screen panels, that make up the 
sides, from Upland Lumber Co. 
He ‘had a lot of fun putting it to- 
gether and it is so light that it 
can be moved about the garden 
by two people, and rigid enough 
to stand moving. 

On his own behalf he sacrificed 
a little comfort in order to keep 
the height of the ‘‘cage’’ in line 
with the brick walls so that it 
would not be too obtrusive in the 
overall garden picture wherever 
it is used. Mr. Lauderbach is 6 
feet 1 inch tall and the cage 
is 6 feet high.

Mrs. Lauderbach says that they 
will use it for garden dining as it 
is big enough to hold table and 
chairs. The Lauderbachs have 
two daughters, Sue, who attends 
Chaffey college and Ann, a stu- 
dent at Sierra Vista, so the swim- 
ming pool and other adjuncts to 
garden living, including a very 
workmanlike portable barbecue, 
vet plenty of use, So far, the 
“bird cage’’ is a family joke, she 
said. They are doing some dec- 
orating, and haven’t done any en- 
tertaining since Mr. Lauderbach 
finished it. .

however, the developers or pro- 
nerty owners will be ealled upon 
to finance these installations, The 
city receives a sewer-service 


charge on each connection to 
help finance the maintenance 
and operation of the sewerage 
disposal plant in Ontario.. 

A two thirds vote is required 
to approve the bond issue. Mr. 
Alder and other spokesmen in- 
terested in the improvement will 
speak at all possible meetings in 
emphasizing importance of the 
bond issue to the continued de- 
velopment of the community. 


Linked closely with the Upland 
bond issue election, is a pro- 
posal for bonds in Ontario. Up- 
land and Ontario jointly share 
the ownership and operation cost 
of the sewerage disposal system. 
The state department of public 
health has advised Ontario city 
and county public officials of the 
seriousness of the sewer system 
capacity in Ontario. 

“This department is critically 
concerned with the over loaded 
condition in the sewerage collec- 
tion system of the Upland-Ontario 
area,’’ wrote Dr. M. H. Merrill, 
state director of public health. 
“Sewerage flows have increased 
go much that the system is over- 
loaded and surcharged for por- 
tions of the day and it has been 
necessary to bolt down manhole 
covers in an effort to contain 
the sewage within the system.” 

While the Upland system has 
not reached the over-flow stage, 
such a condition is forecast if 
the additional lines are not au- 
thorized in the April 10 vote. 


In addition to lines planned on 
Arrow Hwy. west to a point near 
Palm ‘Ave. and on Seventh St. 
west to a point near Mountain 
Ave. an outfall line is planned 
on Grove Ave. At present, the 
Campus Ave. line connects Up- 
land and Ontario. The Grove Ave. 
line will provide an additional 


connection with Ontario.
